THE GRAY HORSE TRACED. 

The information imparted ta Chief Reedy 
by Mr. Sheehan will undoubtedly lead to the 
capture of the train-robbers. It was from 
Bensiek’s & sueehan stable that the dapple 
gray horse and the combination buggy and 
surrey came which was seen Thursday near 
the scene of the robbery. About 4 p. m. 
Tharsday Mr. Sheehan rented a dapple gray 
and surrey. The rig was turned in at 11:06 
o’clock Thursday night.’ The horse was in a 
perspiration, covered with dried sweat and 
muddy with country clay almost to his 
kneds. The buggy was covered with mud, 
and looked as though in some places it had 
been drawn through mud holes above the 
hubs. The peculiarity of the horse’s shoes 
are the strongest points against whoever 
ird the rig. The shoes are flat plates and 
set fat on the foot without heel or toes and 
make a mark easy of identification wherever 
the horse tramps in clay the least bit soft. 
The horse ‘itself answers the description of 
the horse seen by the clerk of 


the Police Station in Bast St. Louis, 


being over sixteen hands high, and a power- 
-ful animal, capable of standing just such a 
strain as the horse which hauled the bandits 
away from the scene of the robbery must

MADE IT A “ROAST.” 


Annual Report of Poor-House Superin- 
tendent Gallagher. 

In his annual report, which was submitted 
tothe Council last night with the Mayor’s 
message, the Superintendent of the Poor. 
house, Mr. Joseph PF. Gallagher, pays his 
respects to the Board of Charity Commis- 
sioners in very forcible terms. 

He first states the condition of affairs at the 
Poor -house when he took charge. The roofs 
were leaky, the. plumbing in a miserable 
condition and the heating apparatus so de- 
fective that he was compelled to abandon 
certain portions of the building in winter 
ena spend about $500 extra for coal. 
He alleges that he reported this state 
of affairsto the Buliding Commissioner and 
also to the President of tne Board of Public 
Improvements, who after a year’s delay, 
managed to get the necessary repairs made. 

Then he tackles the Board of Charity Com- 
missioners as follows: 

The members of the Boara of Charity 
Commissioners have attempted to criticise 
the management, or mismanagement of the 
Poor-house, to such an extent as to recom- 
mend my removal. The fact is that the 
commissioners know nothing whatever 
about the management of the in- 
stitution, they having made but one 
visit for that purpose during 
the year, that visit being made on a Satur. 
day afternoon, April 3, 1692. They again 
visited the Poor-house to take testimony on 
Saturday afternoon, Aug. 13, 1892, after w 
time no visits were made until Monday, A 
3, 1898, and then only by two of the members 
of the board, Messrs. James C. Jones and J. 
M. Battle.

The “Ma lars have made a dead 
iene of the law of 1864, which guaranteed to 
each race its own schools.

. * people of St. Louis have good a 
tor resenting the imputation that this city 
is the hot-bed of crime and the headquar- 
ters of daring freebooters, because it hap- 
pens to be the news center from which re- 
ports ofa batch of recent train * 
have been sent out. 

The last express robbery oh the Mobile & 
Ohie, and the two attacks an the same 
road which preceded it, occurred 
in the State of IIIInols. The 
responsibility for these crimes and for the 
capture and punishment of the miscreants 
concerned in them rests upon the author- 
ities of that State. The Mississippi rolls 
between the scenes of those exploits and 
the State of Missouri. 

This city and the State of Missouri must 
be fudged by their own records. The 
record. ot crime prevention, as far as police 
authorities are concerned, is the record of 
the capture and punishment of criminals. 
It is impossible for law officers to 
preyent the commission of crimes except 
through the warning example of punish- 
ment. They cannot be ubiquitous mind 
readers. In the running down of train 
robbers the record of the authorities of 
Missouri and especially. ot the police of 
this city has been remarkably good. Few. | 
twain (robbers * who, have ~ corinit- 
ted erime | in Missouri within. 
the past ten years have escaped. 
In every case in which the St. Louis police 
have worked the robbers have been ar-

FOOLISH STRIKERS,

Population in this country has over- 
taken the means of subsistence open to 
humanity and there is a large surplus of 
labor which is permanently out of employ- 
ment. The would-be workers naturally 
avail themselves of every opportunity 
which chance throws in their way to save 
themselves from starvation or pinching 
want, one of these opportunities being a 
strike of, dissatisfied wage-earners who 
think they are strong enough to dictate 
terms to their employers. 

But a strike must fail if theemployer has 
a large reserve of idle men ready to work, 
upon which he can draw in time of need. 
This human surplus is now the sure de- 
pendence of the employer class. It is al- 
ways ready, always needy and always 
cheap. It is ever willing to work for less 
than the other man and for a time at least

The Russian Treaty. 
From the New York WORLD. 

Article6 provides for the extradition of 
persons accused of counterfeiting seals and 
dies, impressions, stamps and marks of state 
and public admiaistration, and the utterance 
thereof.’’ 

Now, in order that any suspected person 
may leave Russia, he or she must secure a 
passport or forge one. The latter is the oniy 
practicable method. And so every fugitive 
to this country would necessarily be extradi- 
table under this clause. Once in the 
clutches of Russian authorities, what as- 
surance would we have that another 
clause of the treaty providing that such a 
person shall be tried only for the offense for 
which he was extradited would be observed? 
The victim might be imprisoned and ex- 
ecuted upon any other charge, and no human 
being outside of his prison would be the 
wiser. It would be impossible for this Gor- 
ernment to know of his fate. 

The life of a prince is as dear to him as the 
life of any other individual, and every proper 
safeguard against murder should be adopted 
among nations. But the difficulties of deal - 
ing withan arbitrary and oppressive power 
like Russia on such a subject are mafilfest. 


Publith the Pension Lists. 

From the Spring eld (Masa.) Republican. 

Furnishing the Grand Army posts with lists 
of pensioners and applicants for pensions in 
their respective districts would do good as 
far as it went. If every post knew the rea- 
sons for which pensions were granted to 
local applicants they could, if they would, 
expose a great many unworthy cases, and 
prevent the granting of a great many which 
were undeserved. General publicity would 
be a much better safeguard for obvious rea- 
songs. Another safeguard would de to per- 
mit the publication in the newspapers of the 
records of local examining boards. If there 
isany place where frauds on the pension 
laws are exposed it is there, and few un- 
worthy or fraudulent applications would be 
made ifthe whole history of the ease as re- 
vealed by these examinations were spread 
before the applicant’s friends and neigh- 
bors. Such publication would also tend to 
keep the examining boards upto a high 
standard of efficiency.
